Suicide  Tried 
By  Fairweathei 


BURNABY,  Oct.  M (Bl'P).—' Warden  Hugh 

Christie  of  Oukallu  prison  said  tonight  that  45-year-old 
Albert  Fairweathrr  of  Duncan  had  attempted  to  com- 
mit suicide  in  hi*  death-row  cell  at  the  prison  while 
awaiting  a re-trial  on  a charge  of  murder. 

Fair-weather  had  been  sentenced  to  he  hanged 
June  12  for  the  fatal  stabbing  of  Raymond  Boyce  at 
Duncan  a year  ago.  A reprieve  had  been  granted, 
however,  and  hi*  new  trial  was  to  have  started  Wed- 
nesday at  Nanaimo. 

Fairweather  was  taken  to  Royal  Columbian  Hos- 
pital In  New  Westminster  suffering  wound*  In  the 
stomach.  Warden  Christie  said  The  wound  apparently 
were  inflicted  by  the  long  handle  of  a spoon.
